SAM Allardyce has been ac¬ 
cused of letting Dudley down 
after allegations were made in 
an undercover sting which on 
Tuesday night saw him leave 
his post as England manager. 

The 61-year-old, a Wolves fan who 
grew up in Dudley, had been in charge 
of the national team for just 67 days. 

Many football fans have reacted with fury 
over the shortest ever reign for an England 
boss. Allardyce was filmed by the Daily Tele¬ 
graph allegedly agreeing to be paid £400,000 to 
offer advice on how rules could be broken on 
player transfers. He left his £3 million a year 
job by ‘mutual consent’, 
said the Football Asso¬ 
ciation. 

The governing body 
said the behaviour of 
Allardyce was ‘inap¬ 
propriate’ and revealed 
he had ‘apologised’ and 
accepts the ‘significant 
error of judgment’. 

“This is not a decision 
that was taken lightly 
but the FA’s priority is 
to protect the wider in¬ 
terests of the game and 
maintain the highest standards of conduct in 
football,” the statement said. 

Former Aston Villa captain Gareth South- 
gate will take charge of the England team for 
the next four matches. 

Apology 

Allardyce met FA chairman Greg Clarke and 
chief executive Martin Glenn to offer what he 
called a ‘sincere and wholehearted apology’. 

“Although it was made clear during the 
recorded conversations that any proposed ar¬ 
rangements would need the FA’s full approval, 
I recognise I made some comments which have 
caused embarrassment,” he added. 

Allardyce was due to appear in Dudley on 
Saturday to unveil a blue plaque at Priory 
Park in memory of the town’s 1950s football 
hero Duncan Edwards. It is unclear whether he 
will still attend. 

Dudley councillor Paul Brothwood said: “He 
has let the area down and he has let the great 
game down. Nobody wants to see Dudley’s 
name tarnished.” Of the decision to step down, 
he added: “It’s the right decision.” 

Cohn Brookes, chief executive of Halesowen 
Town, said: “It is a bit of a shock to everybody, 
so close to him taking over. I suppose he has 
been a bit naive. When you are in that position, 
you have to be careful. It’s a great shame.” 

Allardyce, 61, grew up on the Wren’s Nest 
estate but he left the area aged just 15 when 
he went to play for Bolton Wanderers. His only 
game in charge of England was a 1-0 win over 
Slovakia on September 4. 


BRITAIN’S number one wheelchair ten¬ 
nis player Jordanne Whiley MBE has been 
awarded an honorary degree from the Uni¬ 
versity of Wolverhampton. 

The Honorary Doctorate of Letters was 
presented in recognition of her achievements 
as a wheelchair tennis player by the Faculty 
of Education, Health and Wellbeing. 

The Halesowen-born Paralympic medal¬ 
list, who returned from Rio with her bronze 
medal, said she was humbled to have received 
her award. 

Speaking after receiving her award at Wol¬ 


verhampton’s Grand Theatre, she said: “It’s 
amazing and I am extremely humbled by the 
whole thing. I hope my story can inspire oth¬ 
ers - you don’t have to look a certain way to 
be successful and be happy.” 

Jordanne is a Paralympic wheelchair ten¬ 
nis player who was born with brittle bone 
disease, which means she has broken her legs 
more than 26 times. 

At 14 she became the youngest national 
champion and at 16 she qualified for the Bei¬ 
jing Paralympics. In 2012 she became the 
first woman, alongside her doubles partner, 


to win a Paralympic bronze medal in wheel¬ 
chair tennis. In 2014 she and her Japanese 
doubles partner Yui Kamiji netted their first 
ever grand slam title winning the Australian 
open, and making history by winning all four 
grand slams in one year - the first time for a 
British player. 

In 2015 Jordanne won her first grand slam 
singles title at the US Open. A month later 
she was awarded an MBE for her services to 
wheelchair tennis. Now 24 and ranked num¬ 
ber three in the world, she is the most deco¬ 
rated British tennis player of all time. 


DEATH 

Inquest on victim 
of stabbing opens 

THE inquest has opened into the death of 
a man who was found stabbed at his home 
in Netherton. Simon Johnson’s body was 
found at the property in Cradley Road, on 
August 11. 

The body of the 41 -year-old father-of-two 
was discovered after he failed to arrive at 
work. He had been stabbed in the back 
several times. 

Four teenagers were arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of murder but released on bail until 
October 17. 

Senior Coroner Zafar Siddique ad¬ 
journed the inquest until November 28.

Warning due to 
acid spill vapour 

FIVE people - including two ambu¬ 
lance staff - were taken to hospital after 
1,000 litres of acid spilled from a lorry, 
causing traffic disruption in Coseley.

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Family decor shop closing after 55 years 



County Wallpapers, Sedgley 


ONE of Sedgley’s oldest and most dis¬ 
tinctive shops will close its doors for the 
final time this weekend. 

County Wallpapers, in Dudley Road, 
is shutting after 55 years of trading in 
the village. 

Owner Deborah Evans is retiring 
from running the wallpaper and paint 
specialists which was started by her 
father Debney Fuidge in Droitwich in 
1951. The business moved to Sedgley in 
1961 in the former Picture House cin¬ 
ema, re-named Wallpaper House, which 
was also previously a drill hall. 


Mrs Evans, whose husband Trevor re¬ 
tired from County Wallpapers 15 years 
ago, said that this weekend will be the 
final days of trading for the shop, which 
was open seven days a week. 

Showroom 

She said that the landmark building 
had been sold to Dudley business Fur¬ 
niture for the Home, which currently 
trades online and plans to make the old 
cinema its showroom. 

The new business is due to open in 
the building before Christmas. 


Mrs Evans said it was sad to be clos¬ 
ing the family business, but three of 
the members of staff were also retiring 
and only two would now be seeking new 
jobs. 

“It has come to the natural time to 
stop. It is the end of an era, but the time 
is right,” said Mrs Evans. 

“I wish the new people, who are local 
as well, every success.” 

Mrs Evans said they had received a 
touching farewell presentation from 
Dulux for whom they had been an ad¬ 
vice centre for years. 


Radiographer struck 
off after x-ray gaffes 

A RADIOGRAPHER who made 
a series of errors at Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital - includ¬ 
ing giving an X-ray to the wrong 
child and forgetting to put an 
arm brace back on a patient - 
has been struck off. 

Health bosses took action over 
Blessing Chabvamurambo after her 
failings were brought to light. 

The radiographer had previously been 
given a final warning after performing an 
X-ray on the wrong child in July 2012. 

A Health and Care Professions Coun¬ 
cil hearing was told she took only partial 
identity checks before taking the child in 
for X-ray. She then received a call asking 
why the actual patient waiting to be seen 
had not yet been treated. 

Almost a year later, in April 2013, the 
radiographer made another serious gaffe 
when an arm brace which was removed 
from a patient with a fractured wrist was 
not returned after going for X-ray. Mrs 
Chabvamurambo left for the day without 
re-attaching it. 

Mistakes 

On the same shift, she produced an X-ray 
image which was not of diagnostic quality 
- and then did not carry out the required 
X-ray or mention it when she finished her 
shift, the panel heard. 

The radiographer was struck off for 12 
months after experts decided she was not 
fit to work in hospitals as they could not 
be confident she would not make more mis¬ 
takes. 

The panel said she had ‘failed to identify 
in what way she has addressed her lack of 
competence and how the failings would not 
be repeated in the future’. 

Mrs Chabvamurambo, who did not at¬ 
tend the hearing, had worked for the Dud¬ 
ley Group NHS Foundation Trust since 
2010 until she resigned in June 2013. 

Following the hearing, panel chair Jen¬ 
nifer Rogers said: “The panel was of the 
view that Mrs Chabvamurambo’s fitness 
to practise remains impaired. She has yet 
to demonstrate that she has remedied the 
failings that were identified by the previous 
panel.” 

The Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust declined to comment.

Dangerous 
wrong-way 
driver sent 
to prison 

A BANNED motorist drove into trouble 
when he was spotted at the wheel of a 
car in an area of Sandwell from which 
he was banned, a judge heard. 

He later drove on the wrong side of 
the road and the wrong way around a 
roundabout to evade capture. 

Klinton Sulag, from Tividale, was 
in breach of an Anti Social Behaviour 
Order when spotted in Smethwick. 

He ignored an order to stop by police 
officers and accelerated away from the 
patrol which saw him in Suffrage Street 
on August 17. 

The VW Golf driven by the 23-year-old 
was seen the following day on Oldbury 
Ringway, said Mrs Sati Ruck, prosecut¬ 
ing. Sulag suddenly threw the car into 
reverse as a police officer walked to¬ 
wards the stationary saloon. 

The defendant made a U-turn, crossed 
the central reservation and drove off at 
speed, breaking the 30mph speed limit, 
driving on the wrong side of the road and 
the wrong way around a traffic island. 

He was arrested after being spotted 
walking along the side of the road soon 
afterwards. The Golf was found nearby. 

Miss Jodie Smith, defending, said: 
“The driving fell well below the expected 
standard but thankfully no injury was 
caused.” 

Sulag, from Poplar Avenue, admitted 
dangerous driving, driving whilst dis¬ 
qualified and breaching the terms of an 
Anti Social Behaviour Order. 

He was jailed for 15 months and 
banned from driving for a further three 
years. 


5,000 street lights 
changeover starts 

SANDWELL Council has started updat¬ 
ing 5,000 street lights across its borough 
with new low energy LED bulbs, which 
they say will save £120,000. 

As well as the savings they hope to 
make from the more efficient lights, the 
authority says the change will help it to 
achieve its aim of reducing carbon emis¬ 
sions too. 

The new LED bulbs use 74 per cent 
less energy than the bulbs that they are 
replacing. 

According to the council the LED 
bulbs are also virtually maintenance 
free and should last up to 25 years, com¬ 
pared with the usual lifespan of six to 
seven years for a standard street light. 

The work started at the end of August 
2016 but is continuing to be carried out 
until the end of January 2017.

Residents 
in meetings 
with police 
over crime 

RESIDENTS in an area of Stour¬ 
bridge say they are worried about 
the lack of a police presence on their 
streets, in the midst of a spate of bur¬ 
glaries. 

Concerns have been raised about a 
rise in crime, with homeowners on the 
Caledonia Estate in Lye complaining 
officers are not seen often enough in 
the area. 

The Caledonia Residents Associa¬ 
tion has highlighted that in the last 
two weeks there have been several 
burglaries and other thefts in the 
area. 

Chairwoman of the Caledonia Res¬ 
idents association, Gaynor Spencer 
said: “We are starting to see an in¬ 
crease in burglaries in the Lye and 
Stourbridge areas.” 

Inspector Ray James from West 
Midlands Police held a meeting with 
the association. 

Ms Spencer said: “We discussed the 
lack of police presence over the past 
few years and we politely advised him 
that police relations with the local 
community had fallen, and that most 
people had no faith any more in our 
local police. 

“Hopefully we can help to restore 
community relations over the next 
few years. 

“They are now finding themselves 
understaffed and have had to spread 
very thinly over a larger area.” 

Association members will also be 
attending the next police and commu¬ 
nities meeting on October 12 at 7pm 
at Lye Town Football Club. 


Scissors threat

Tributes to referee who reached the top

FROM Buffery Park in Dudley to the 
European Cup at Bayern Munich’s 
Olympiastadion Munchen less than 
20 years later - Black Country referee 
Ken Burns was a football official who 
rose to the very top of his game. 

He is also believed to have been the 
youngest league referee, officiating a 
game at Mansfield Town’s Field Mill 
aged 30. 

The 85-year-old, who retired form 
officiating in 1978, has died following 
a battle with cancer. He lived in the 
Stourbridge area all his life. 

He served for 17 years as a football 


league referee and nine years at inter¬ 
national level. 

His brother, Peter Burns, said: 
“He liked to see fair play, he always 
wanted to let sides play without the 
constant blowing of the whistle. 

“He wanted the crowd to be enter¬ 
tained but, of course, being a referee, 
there was sometimes controversy.” 

Ken was born in Dudley in 1931, 
and attended Dudley Grammar 
School. He played football locally for 
a team called Blowers Green Rangers. 

He was called up to National Ser¬ 
vice aged 18 and was stationed in 


Bishops Auckland, where he contin¬ 
ued to play until injury. 

Arguably the most famous game he 
officiated was the FA Cup Final be¬ 
tween Leeds and Sunderland in 1973. 
He also officiated three European 
Cup quarter finals including Bayern 
Munich’s victory against Ajax in 1973. 

He was President of the Referees’ 
Association for 10 years between 1972 
to 82 and later a referee assessor for 
FIFA. 

His borther Peter added: “He was 
a tremendous person who was dedi¬ 
cated to the game.” 


Scientist is making a 
stand against cancer 


A SCIENTIST from Stourbridge, who is 
researching ways to improve cancer 
treatment, has teamed up with a na¬ 
tional charity and TV’s Channel 4 after 
surviving the disease herself. 

Dr Beth Lucas, aged 27, was diagnosed with 
Hodgkin lymphoma at the age of 24, while in 
the final year of her PhD at the University of 
Birmingham. 

Working with Professor Graham Anderson and 
Dr William Jenkinson at the University of Bir¬ 
mingham, Beth’s research receives support from 
the Stand Up To Cancer campaign. It seeks to ben¬ 
efit patients who need bone marrow transplants as 
part of their treatment. 

Beth, who is in remission, is aware that she 
may need a bone marrow transplant if her cancer 
returns. She first noticed something was wrong 
in September 2014 when she discovered a lump 
near her collarbone. She said: “It felt a bit like an 
olive under my skin but you couldn’t see it. I had 
no other symptoms except for itchy skin, which at 
the time I’d attributed to an allergy. I became con¬ 
cerned it might be lymphoma. 

“Once the initial shock was over, I tried to put 
a brake on the emotions because I knew I had to 
get through whatever was needed to save my life.” 

Chemotherapy 

Beth was treated with chemotherapy for four 
months, leaving her tired and nauseous and re¬ 
sulting in hair loss. The treatment weakened her 
immune system, which meant she was highly sus¬ 
ceptible to infections. 

“In addition to coming to terms with my diagno¬ 
sis, I also had to think about my future fertility,” 
said Beth. “I always knew I would want to start a 
family at some point and was given the opportunity 
to freeze eggs or embryos before starting chemo¬ 
therapy. It was suddenly a critical decision that 
needed to be made quickly.” 

After completing her PhD, Beth went on to 
work as a post-doctoral research fellow under Prof 
Anderson, looking at ways to boost the immune 
system following stem cell transplantation. Their 
work is supported by Stand Up To Cancer, as well 
as the Medical Research Council. 

“I’m passionate about wanting to make a differ¬ 
ence in medical research,” said Beth. “Being a pa¬ 
tient myself has reinforced the importance of the 
research we’re doing.” 

Launched in 2012, Stand Up To Cancer has 
raised more than £25 million towards innovation in 
cancer treatment. Channel 4 will devote an evening 
of live TV coverage to the campaign on October 21.

HOW low interest rates work. A friend foolishly forgot 
to take a bag to the supermarket and had to buy a plastic 
bag for 5p. He suddenly realised 5p was exactly the 
monthly income on his savings account. 

WE were in Yorkshire to meet up with the extended 
family and pay tribute to a relative, Private Alvin Smith, 
who was killed in the Battle of the Somme exactly 100 
years ago, aged just 20. The event was neither showy nor 
maudlin, just the laying of a posy and a photograph at the 
village war memorial. And if 100 years seems a long time 
ago, consider this. The population is growing older and 
the number of centenarians increases by hundreds every 
year. Believe it or not, there are more than 14,000 British 
people alive today who were alive in September 1916 
when Private Smith was alive. Not so long ago, after all. 

OUR trip to Yorkshire caught one of those wonderful 
Indian summer weekends. The 
Dales shimmered in the heat 
and canalside Skipton was as 
pretty as a little Venice and 
nowhere near as smelly. We 
stayed in a cottage by a swing- 
bridge on the Leeds & Liverpool 
canal and sipped chilled wine in 
a grime-stained stone courtyard 
as the narrowboats burbled by. 
What is it about boats? The 
moment people climb aboard they start waving at other 
people.

Towns and pubs in Staffordshire and 
Worcestershire also picked up gongs at the 
event hosted by Walsall Council. 

There were a total of 220 delegates from vil¬ 
lages, towns and urban communities attend¬ 
ing the presentation in the Church Rooms of 
the Parish Church of Aldridge. 

Also there were 43 entrants in the hotel and 
pub grounds category and 18 from parks, cem¬ 
eteries and crematoriums. 

Effort 

Chairman of Heart of England in Bloom, 
Roger Bache stated “Entrants give a lot of 
time and effort to make where they live and 
work a nicer, safer place to be and are very 
proud when they receive their prestigious 
awards.” 

Heart of England in Bloom is the regional 
element of the Britain in Bloom Campaign 
organised by the Royal Horticultural Society, 
RHS, which encourages communities to work 
together to improve and enhance their local 
environment. 

For the second time Halesowen was among 
the gold award winners. 

Eve O’Conner, chairman of Halesowen in 
Bloom, hailed the help of community volun¬ 
teers in Halesowen’s bid to securing the top 
prize. She said: “Everybody put a lot of hard 
work into getting the award, and a lot of vol¬ 


unteers contributed to getting the gold by 
doing all sorts of jobs throughout Halesowen 
to ensure we achieved the mark. 

“Volunteers constructed a 20ft narrow boat, 
which will now reside in the town for a num¬ 
ber of years for people to enjoy.

The Red Lion in Little Haywood and The 
Royal Tiger in Wednesfield celebrated sil¬ 
ver-gilts, while The George Hotel in Bewdley 
was awarded a silver.

Following the Heart of England in Bloom 
competition, overall winners in each category 
go through to the national finals, also held by 
the Royal Horticultural Society.

All that is 
left of a life 
is a medal 

PETER Rhodes’ story con¬ 
cerning the gathering of his 
extended family to remem¬ 
ber the death of his grand¬ 
father’s brother in the First 
World War is, I fear, far from 
the norm for most who lost 
their lives. 

I have a medal from the 
1939-45 war awarded to an 
unknown (to me) soldier 
who lost his life during that 
war. 

The medal, which is un¬ 
worn, came in a box measur¬ 
ing three inches by two and 
a half inches, together with 
a message from the War Of¬ 
fice which reads: ‘The Army 
Council has the honour to 
transmit the enclosed medal 
of service in the war of 1939- 
45 and share your sorrow 
that Pte J H Wills did not 
live to receive it.’ 

I guess that this was the 
fate of many who lost their 
lives, one useless medal and 
a message from the Army 
Council for one life that is 
now forgotten.

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Jail term cut for cruel 
and violent daughter

A CRUEL daughter who 
fleeced her 82-year-old father 
out of £17,500, and kicked 
and punched him during a vi¬ 
cious attack at his home, has 
had her jail term reduced. 

Davina Delo, aged 48, of Ivanhoe 
Street, Dudley, assumed control of 
David Glass’ finances in 2009 af¬ 
ter the death of 
his wife. 

After she mar¬ 
ried David Joseph 
Delo, 44, of Brook 
Street, Dudley, 
they moved in 
with her father in 
Telford. 

Between May 
2011 and June 
2014, she with¬ 
drew around 
£17,500 from the 
widower’s ac¬ 
count, Mrs Jus¬ 
tice Simler told 
London’s Appeal 

Davina Delo Court. 

She spent the 
money on herself and her husband, 
mostly on alcohol and cigarettes. Her 
father’s household bills went unpaid, 
resulting in utilities being cut off and 
large debts, and the house became 
‘shoddy and squalid’. 

Funeral 

In June 2014, a funeral and wake 
took place following the death of 
Davina Delo’s young son, the judge 
said. 

There was a disagreement between 
Mr Glass and his daughter and son-in- 
law and the older man went home. 

After consuming alcohol the couple 
went home too and, after Mr Glass re¬ 
fused to let them back in, David Delo 
repeatedly punched him. 


Davina Delo then kicked her father 
to the face and head and, even after a 
neighbour helped him to his feet, she 
punched him once more. 

Mr Glass said he would ‘never re¬ 
cover’ psychologically. 

He left his home and went to live 
with another daughter. 

Davina Delo admitted assault occa¬ 
sioning actual bodily harm and fraud 
and was locked up for six years three 
months at Shrewsbury Crown Court 
on August 26 last year. 

The judge who jailed her described 
her crimes as ‘shocking’ and pointed 


to the ‘systematic exploitation’ of her 
‘vulnerable’ father. 

But her lawyers argued her punish¬ 
ment was too tough and three Appeal 
Court judges this week cut her sen¬ 
tence to five years four months. Mrs 
Justice Simler, sitting with Lord Jus¬ 
tice Burnett and Mr Justice William 
Davis, said the sentence for the fraud 
offence was too long. 

David Delo had been jailed for three 
years seven months after admitting as¬ 
sault occasioning actual bodily harm. 
Dismissing his appeal, the judge said 
his punishment was ‘not excessive’. 
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“Our company is owned and run by local tradesmen 
meaning the work is carried out properly and on time.

storm 
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Police trial new gadget 
to safeguard vulnerable 


A NEW gadget to prevent vulnera¬ 
ble people from going missing is be¬ 
ing trialled in Dudley. 

West Midlands Police has been 
working with Dudley Council to 
introduce Pebbell trackers, which 
can be used by relatives or carers 
of people suffering from dementia 
to monitor their whereabouts. The 
gadgets have built-in GPS to pin¬ 
point location. 

Dudley Partnerships Team have 
received funding to pilot the Peb¬ 
bell scheme with the devices being 
worn around the neck or attached to 
personal belongings, such as a bag 
or a dog lead. Families can text the 
Pebbell unit number and will receive 
a response which includes a map 
showing its location. If they call and 
receive no response then the device 
will pick up background sounds to 
help pinpoint surroundings. 


The council has already success¬ 
fully introduced the technology to 
some residents. 

Elizabeth Orange says she has 
seen the benefits of the Pebbell in 
keeping tabs on her 61-year-old 
uncle, who had been reported as 
missing several times before receiv¬ 
ing the device. She said: “I didn’t 
want to stop him going out after he 
was diagnosed with dementia but it 
was a real worry when I couldn’t get 
in touch with him. But the Pebbell 
is fantastic as, even if he doesn’t an¬ 
swer his mobile, I can keep a check 
on where he is. It has taken a lot of 
the anxiety away.” 

Boss of social care Councillor 
Qadar Zada said: “The Pebbell is 
an innovative gadget. It can change 
people’s lives, providing freedom to 
people with dementia and peace of 
mind to family and carers.”

GP surgery 
is rated 
inadequate 
for safety 


A GP surgery has been rated inadequate for 
safety by a health watchdog. 

A lack of criminal background checks, concerns 
over cervical cancer test results, and an absence of 
infection control training were all identified by CQC 
inspectors at the Dr W Porter surgery, also known 
as St James Medical Practice on Malthouse Drive 


in Dudley. 

The surgery has more 
than 2,200 patients, accord¬ 
ing to NHS Choices. 

The CQC report states: 
“We found many gaps in the 
record keeping for staff files. 

Records were not in place 
to provide assurance that 
appropriate recruitment 
checks had been completed 
for both non-clinical and 
clinical members of the 
practice team. 

“We also found that there 
were no records of com¬ 
pleted DBS checks for mem¬ 
bers of the nursing team.” 

Medicines 

It continued: “Uptake for 
cervical screening was below 
average, during our inspec¬ 
tion we also found that the 
practice did not consistently 
follow an effective fail-safe 
system for cervical screen¬ 
ing tests to ensure that test 
results had been received 
for every sample sent by the 
practice.” 

The CQC inspectors also 
reported that improvements 
are needed in the monitor¬ 
ing of high-risk medicines. 
As well as the ‘inadequate’ 
rating for safety, the prac¬ 
tice was graded ‘requires 
improvement for effective¬ 
ness of services and whether 
services are well-led’.

“We found that essential 
training such as infection 
control principles was not 
included in the induction 
programme,” the report 
stated in relation to whether 
services are effective. 

Highlighting the leader¬ 
ship concerns, the CQC re¬ 
port added: “We found that 
in some areas governance 
arrangements were not 
robust.” However the GP 
surgery was rated as good 
for being both caring and 
responsive. 

Praising the practice, 
the CQC inspectors added: 
“Staff spoken with demon¬ 
strated a commitment to 
providing a high-quality 
service. 

“Throughout our inspec¬ 
tion there was a strong 
theme of positive feedback 
from staff and staff com¬ 
mented that they felt valued 
and part of a close practice 
team. The practice encour¬ 
aged a culture of openness 
and honesty.” 

The surgery was con¬ 
tacted for a response to the 
report but none received by 
the time of going to print.

Well-wishers go online 
to raise cash for victim 

‘WE are all astounded with 
the support, we can’t believe 
people have been so kind.’ 

The heartfelt words of Diane 
Weston after support flooded in 
for her terminally-ill father Roy 
who was mugged for his pension 
in Brierley Hill. 

A crowdfunding page set up in the 
wake of the cowardly attack has sur¬ 
passed £450, as generous folk rally 
around in support of the 78-year-old. 

Police are investigating the robbery 
after a man and woman pounced on 
Roy outside Pepe’s hairdressers in 
High Street on September 12. 

The page was set up by Dave Webb, 
who also suffers from cancer, after 
reading about the incident which left 
Roy badly shaken. Roy was robbed of 
his and his wife’s pension after collec- 
ing it from a post office. 

His daughter Diane, 49, said: “We 
are all astounded with the support. We 
can’t believe people have been so kind. 

I would like to thank everyone for all 
the kind wishes, it has really helped 
my parents. My dad feels a lot better.” 

Roy was diagnosed with terminal 
prostate cancer last year.

Flying Scotsman 
steams in for a 
memorable visit 


“THIS is what we’ve been wait¬ 
ing for. There is something about 
steam and the sound of Flying 
Scotsman that you feel in your 
soul. This is a once in a lifetime 
experience.” 

The words of excited passengers, Michael 
and Anita Mears, who boarded the famous 
engine as it made its highly-anticipated 
arrival at The Severn Valley Railway last 
week. 

More than 15,000 people took a trip on 
the impressive locomotive over the five-day 
Pacific Power event. 

Thousands more flocked to the stations 
and to viewing points at fields along the 
valley to catch a glimpse of the famous loco. 

Flying Scotsman returned to the SVR for 
the first time in 22 years after a £4.2 million 
restoration earlier this year. 

Passengers dressed in-keeping with the 
1930s heritage theme with feather boas, 
bowler hats and sequinned gowns. 

Vivian Findlay and Rhian Garbett-Ed- 
wards had travelled from Droitwich with 
work colleagues to experience the thrill. 

Mrs Findlay, aged 60, wore a purple dress 
with elegant art deco jewellery. She said: 
“Flying Scotsman is the most famous loco¬ 
motive in the world and everyone has heard 
of it. This will be something that we won’t 
be able to do again and we can’t wait to get 
on board and mingle with people and see all 
the different outfits.” 

Ms Garbett-Edwards, aged 60, spoke of 
the nostalgia. 

Popular 

She said: “Everyone wants to feel part of 
that by-gone era today and what a better 
way to do that than by boarding The Flying 
Scotsman. 

“With television shows such as Down¬ 
town Abbey bringing the past back too; 
it’s no wonder that an event like this is so 
popular.” 

Deb Hipkiss, aged 49, from Wolverhamp¬ 
ton said: “This is something we have waited 
for all year. To see it pull into the station 
was great, but to go on board I’m sure will 
be even better.” 

Three sisters from Oxfordshire had also 
made the trip to Kidderminster for belated 
birthday celebrations. Sue Grant, aged 60, 
said: “Me and my sisters Lesley and Gillian 
went around charity shops to find vintage 
clothing to dress up today. 

“There’s just something about steam and 
the nostalgia it brings and we thought this 
would be the perfect way to celebrate my 
birthday.” 

The locomotive was designed by Nigel 
Gresley for the London North Eastern 
Railway (LNER) and was built in 1923 at 
Doncaster Railway Works. 

It hauled the first ever non-stop London 
to Edinburgh service in May 1928, com¬ 
pleting the journey in eight hours and 15 
minutes. 

It was the first steam locomotive to be 
officially recorded to reach lOOmph in No¬ 
vember 1934 and even starred in the film 
‘The Flying Scotsman’ in 1929. 

Columb Howell, aged 73, from Kidder¬ 
minster and a founder member of the 
SVR, drove the locomotive on the railway 
in 1990. He brought a selection of old pho¬ 
tographs with him from the day. 

“To see it back here today is wonderful 
and very emotional too,” he said.

Boys behind girls 
after primary school 

BOYS tend to be trailing behind girls by the time the 
finish primary school, according to new figures. 

Key Stage 2 assessments for each local authority in the 
Black Country show girls outperformed boys in achiev¬ 
ing the expected standard by the time they were 11. 

Pupils tested in Wolverhampton showed the best per¬ 
formance locally with 52 per cent of children achieving 
the expected standards in reading, writing and maths, 
according to Department for Education figures. But the 
gender gap was apparent with 56 per cent of girls achiev¬ 
ing those results compared with 48 per cent of boys. 

This year’s are the first results from the new more 
challenging national curriculum introduced in 2014. 

Less than half of pupils achieved expected standards 
in three Black Country boroughs. In Sandwell it was 49 
per cent of pupils, in Dudley 48 per cent and in Walsall 
46 per cent. The difference between the genders was 
marked. Only 43 per cent of boys attained the expected 
standards in Dudley but for girls it was 54 per cent. 
Stoke and Birmingham were joint worst locally with only 
45 per cent of children getting the expected standard. 


Police boss 
says give 
phone fines 
to the force 


INCREASED fines from motorists using mo¬ 
bile phones behind the wheel should be giv¬ 
en to police forces, the West Midlands Police 
and Crime Commissioner has said. 

David Jamieson, who as minister for road safety 
a decade ago first introduced fines for the offence, 
says the money raised should be ploughed back into 


road safety projects. 

He has written to Trans¬ 
port Secretary Chris Gray¬ 
ling over the issues after 
fines for motorists using 
mobile phones while driving 
were doubled to £200. 

He warned that the 
force’s attempts to enforce 
the law will be hindered by 
lack of funds and resources. 

He wrote: “I would ask 
that you work with your 
colleagues at the Home 
Office and Treasury to rec¬ 
ognise that further cuts to 
our police force will cripple 
its capacity to enforce the 
Department for Transport’s 
commendable new meas¬ 
ures. 

Enforcement 

“Furthermore, enforce¬ 
ment would be aided by 
the redirection of penalty 
fine proceeds to local police 
forces for the purpose of 
enforcement of road safety 
measures, in the same way 
that fines yielded from speed 
camera detections were be¬ 
tween 2001 and 2010. These 
funds could be ring-fenced 
for road safety, so that of¬ 
fenders pay for enforcement 
instead of tax payers.” 

Under the stricter meas¬ 
ures, newly qualified driv¬ 
ers, who have a ceiling of 
six points for their first two

years on the road, could im¬ 
mediately lose their licence 
if they are caught. 

The tougher sanctions 
are being brought in amid 
mounting concern about a 
lack of prosecutions and con¬ 
victions and a failure of the 
public to take the offence of 
using a mobile phone while 
driving seriously. 

Department for Trans¬ 
port says a disproportion¬ 
ate number of those caught 
using their phones behind 
the wheel were young, or 
new drivers, or both. 

The increase in sanctions 
comes as Ministry of Justice 
data for the past 10 years 
show the number of pros¬ 
ecutions have halved since 
2010, with 17,586 motorists 
charged in 2015 compared 
with 35,255 in 2010. The 
number of convictions has 
also halved as have fines im¬ 
posed by the courts. 

The department said that 
of 88 deaths caused by dis¬ 
tractions in 2012, 17 were 
because of mobile use . In 
2014 this had risen to 21 
fatal accidents and 22 in 
2015. Nobody was jailed as 
a result of any of those ac¬ 
cidents. 


MP backing German 
thalidomide move 


A BLACK Country MP has backed a campaign for people 
affected by thalidomide to get fair compensation. 

The drug, which was developed by German pharmaceu¬ 
tical company Chemie Grunenthal in 1954, was proven to 
cause birth defects whcih affected 2,000 British babies. 

The German government has accepted that British tha- 
lidomiders are now entitled to apply for compensation but 
the process requires X-rays, proof of the mother’s ingestion 
of thalidomide and countless medical tests. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin has signed a letter to the 
German Chancellor Angela Merkel calling for the process 
to be reformed. He said: “I welcome the German govern¬ 
ment’s commitment to compensating people affected by 
thalidomide here in Britain, but the difficulty of applying 
for compensation will mean that many lose out. I’m back¬ 
ing calls for an alternative application process that makes 
it easier to get the compensation they deserve.”

Pensioner died 
after fall in street 

A PENSIONER from Brierley Hill died just 
over a week after falling on the pavement 
on the way back from a pharmacy, an in¬ 
quest heard.

An ambulance attended and he was taken 
to the hospital, where a CT scan revealed 
that he had a bleed on the brain. 

He was given palliative care up until his 
death at the hospital. 

After hearing all of the evidence, senior 
coroner for the Black Country, Mr Zafar 
Siddique, returned a conclusion of acciden¬ 
tal death. 


Historic pub being is being 
transformed into apartments 


AN historic but derelict pub in 
Dudley, which has become a 
target for vandals, is to get a 
new lease of life when trans¬ 
formed into apartments. 

Work is getting under way to ren¬ 
ovate the former Gipsies Tent Inn in 
Steppingstone Street, which since its 
closure in 1980 has fallen into disre¬ 
pair. 

The project, delivered by a private 
developer, will see the Victorian build¬ 
ing in Dudley town centre’s conser¬ 
vation area re-roofed, windows and 
doors repaired or replaced, damaged 
bricks repaired and missing timber 


and render detailing reinstated. Once 
completed, the owners will convert 
and refurbish the interior to bring the 
building, which sits near to Dudley 
Magistrates Court, into use as apart¬ 
ments. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, Dud¬ 
ley Council’s cabinet member for plan¬ 
ning and economic development said: 
“This is another exciting restoration 
project, bringing an eyesore building 
on a prominent gateway to the town 
back into use. 

“Despite its deterioration in recent 
years, the building is an important 
historic landmark and the work will 
see it sensitively restored in keep¬ 


ing with the conservation area it sits 
within. 

“I’m really looking forward to see¬ 
ing it brought back to life as quality 
homes for people in Dudley.” 

The external work will cost around 
£127,000, which is being part funded 
by grants sourced by the council from 
the Black Country Local Economic 
Partnership to repair and bring back 
into use historic buildings in Dudley 
town centre. The remainder will be 
funded by the owner who will refur¬ 
bish the interior. 

During work, which is expected to 
last eight weeks, Steppingstone Street 
and Greystone Street will be closed.

Armed police 
for conference 

ARMED officers, road blocks and vehicle 
spot checks will be in place when West 
Midlands Police biggest security opera¬ 
tion of the year gets under way ahead of 
the Conservative Party conference. 

The conference runs at the ICC from 
Sunday to Wednesday and is expected to 
attract more than 12,000 delegates, but 
the WMP’s Operation Pelkin kicked into 
gear this week as the force prepares for 
heightened security. It will see hundreds 
of officers on patrol in Birmingham city 
centre, some will carry guns, while sec¬ 
tions of the area from the Hyatt Hotel 
to the library will be fenced off and air¬ 
port-style security checks put in place at 
key entrance points. 

Numerous anti-austerity protests are 
planned during the conference, with up to 
20,000 TUC and People’s Assembly sup¬ 
porters due to march on its first day. 



Five go to hospital 
after lorry acid spill

FIVE people, including two ambulance staff, were taken to 
hospital as a precautionary measure after 200 litres of acid 
spilled from a lorry in Coseley. 

Residents and businesses were urged to keep doors and 
windows closed after the spillage on Monday. Seventy fire¬ 
fighters from West Midlands Fire Service worked with En¬ 
vironment Agency staff to contain the spill in Anchor Lane. 

Emergency services were called at 11.38am after reports 
hydrochloric acid was pouring from a tank on the lorry. A 
container on the HGV, which had a 1,000 litre capacity, 
split as the vehicle drove down Anchor Lane. Some of the 
acid made its way into nearby water courses. 

Two ambulance staff, a pedestrian, the driver of the 
lorry, and a worker from Amey, a nearby company, were 
taken to hospital as a precautionary measure. Roads were 
closed as firefighters worked to contain the spillage. 

Lee Baker, fire station commander at Bournbrook and 
Woodgate Valley, said the five were taken to hospital be¬ 
cause a vapour cloud from the spillage caused breathing 
difficulties. 

Travellers - MP and 
commissioner clash 

A BLACK Country MP has become embroiled in a row with 
the West Midlands Police and Crime Commissioner after 
accusing the force of not doing enough to move travellers. 

Mike Wood, MP for Dudley South, said residents were 
fed up with travellers ‘moving from site to site’ across the 
borough and the time it is taking to get them to move. 

He called on Commissioner David Jamieson to ‘get a 
grip’ and give his officers powers to act immediately. 

However, Mr Jamieson has hit back at the Conservative 
MP, insisting the process of shifting travellers is not as sim¬ 
ple as he suggests. 

He also suggested Mr Wood speak to his own party’s min¬ 
isters if he wanted laws to be changed to make it easier. 

The bitter exchange comes after a summer which has 
seen a wave of traveller groups pitch up on parks, fields, 
parking areas and other open spaces across the Black 
Country.

A CHRISTMAS tree could 
return as a festive centre 
piece for Cradley Heath 
after an absence of several 
years. 

Councillor Caroline 
White says she will try to 
raise funds for a new tree 
to be brought in to bring 
some yuletide atmospher 
to the town centre. 

The Cradley Heath and 
Old Hill ward councillor 
said she has been gaining 
supporting online for the 
idea, adding: “I’m going to 
be trying to fundraise for 
a Christmas tree for the 
town. I have mentioned 
it on my Facebook page 
and I am getting support. 
I’m hoping to get a lot of 
schools and businesses in¬ 
volved.” 

She estimated the fes¬ 
tive landmark tree would 
cost up to £2,500. “It will 
depend on what site we get 
but hopefully could get a 15 
foot one,” she said.

Extra £500k will pay for 
urgent repairs to culvert 


AN extra half a million pounds is to be pumped 
into a scheme to prevent a brook from over¬ 
flowing and flooding nearby homes. 

A culvert running under Mushroom Green em¬ 
bankment in Cradley is at risk of collapse due to its 
poor condition and needs to be replaced. Environ¬ 
ment bosses say work must start before the end of 
the year. 


Now Dudley Council has 
approved additional cul¬ 
vert replacement work. The 
£496,000 cost will be met by 
the Environment Agency. 

The council had previ¬ 
ously been granted a total 
of £1.4 million towards the 
project, but additional funds 
were needed. 

The decision was taken 
by Councillor Judy Foster, 
deputy leader. She said: “It 
is essential work that needs 
to be carried out.” 

Dudley Council will 
work in partnership with 
the Environment Agency, 
Sandwell Council and Sev¬ 
ern Trent Water on what 
they hope will reduce the 
risk of a breach if a large 
flood event re-occurs.

This latest funding deci¬

In May Dudley Council 
received formal approval for 
the next stage, design and 
construction, which was 
originally valued at £1.3m.

Local community pharmacy teams in 
the Dudley area have begun offering 
free NHS flu jabs following last year’s 
successful national pharmacy flu 
vaccination scheme. 

Nearly 600,000 people chose to have their 
flu jab administered in a community pharmacy 
during 2015/16. 

Once again all adults aged 65 years and over, 
and those aged 18 years or over and in clinical 
risk groups, can receive a free NHS flu jab at 
community pharmacies across the area, often 
without the need for an appointment. People 
in at-risk groups include pregnant women and 
those with certain medical conditions including 
asthma and diabetes. 

Pharmacists will be providing the same 
flu vaccination as those offered by GPs and 
patients can be assured that their GP practice 
will be notified that they have been vaccinated. 

Feedback 

NHS flu vaccination services provided by 
community pharmacists have shown that the 
convenience of pharmacy’s walk in service 
gives the NHS benefits in increasing uptake 
of the vaccine in eligible groups of people 
and helping meet World Health Organisation 
vaccination targets. Patients have been 
overwhelmingly positive in their feedback on 
the pharmacy services in the past. 

Community pharmacists in 7,195 
pharmacies across England provided 
595,467 vaccinations to patients under the 
national NHS Flu Vaccination Service in 
2015/16. On average, 83 vaccinations were 
carried out by each participating pharmacy, 


although two pharmacists greatly exceeded 
this by completing more than 1,000 NHS 
flu vaccinations each. Local community 
pharmacist Florid Ahmed said: “I am really 
excited about the start of this year’s Flu 
Vaccination Service. 

“I have been offering vaccinations and other 
public health services for several years and 
my patients have been extremely positive 


about these. There is so much that community 
pharmacists and their teams can do to help 
people with their medicines and their health.” 

Stephen Noble, a member of Dudley Local 
Pharmaceutical Committee, said: “Community 
pharmacy provision of NHS flu vaccinations this 
flu season means that once again many eligible 
adult patients will have greater access to this 
service. Many people may choose pharmacy 


because they are unable to attend GP clinics 
due to factors such as their work hours and 
because they can visit pharmacies in a variety 
of locations and without the need to book an 
appointment. 

“Community pharmacies are the most 
accessible healthcare locations; we offer 
convenient access to medicines and a 
range of services without the need for an 


appointment. This will be of particular value in 
flu vaccinations, where we can really help the 
NHS to meet its vaccination targets. 

“In 2015/16, more than 60 per cent of all 
community pharmacies in England provided 
the national service to almost 600,000 people. 
This shows that patients value the convenience 
of being able to choose to have their NHS flu 
vaccination from their local pharmacy.”

The plans to introduce a 
Business Improvement District 
for Central Halesowen are 
moving towards a critical phase.

The one-to-one visits will also enable 
the BID team to assess the level 
of support for the BID amongst all 
business men and women in the area 
and to encourage them all to vote ‘yes’ 
on this crucial issue.

So unless Sunderland AFC are 
making their way onto the pitch (the 
theme is also used on matchdays at 
the Stadium of Light), then The 
Apprentice is back. 

We all know the score by now - a 
new batch of sycophants desperate to 
impress us with their business 
acumen and rezoomays descend on 
the capital, all armed with their 
wheelie suitcases and soundbites. 

Then Lord Sugar steps down from 
his private jet, into the back of the 
Roller and off to the boardroom to 
regale everyone with tales of how he 
began his own business, loaded the 
lorries, designed the product and 
stood on the production line, and now 
he’s a peer with a private plane. 

Tonight Sugar begins his latest 
search for a chip-off-the-old-block 
rough diamond to polish.

Turkish delight as my birthday 
girl tucked in to this lovely fare 


HAVING never been to Turkey the 
chance to sample some of the 
nation’s dishes from the comfort 
of a restaurant nearby appealed 
to us as a family - so we thought 
we’d give Istanbul a visit. 

The trip also coincided with my 
daughter, Annabelle’s, second birth¬ 
day and, luckily, as there are very few 
dishes, foods and flavours she doesn’t 
like, we thought it would be nice for 
her to try something a bit different. 

It was a Sunday afternoon, 5pm to be 
exact, so we thought we might have the run 
of the place to ourselves and, although we 
were the second family in, it was soon filling 
up. The decor at the Istanbul Restaurant 
in High Street, Rowley Regis was very wel¬ 
coming, with the open plan-style seating.

The atmosphere always seems better when 
there’s an open kitchen too. The smell of 
cooking drifting throughout the restaurant 
was enough to get the tastebuds going but 
the fact we were already hungry meant we 
were soon ready to order. 

Pictures hung from each wall depicting 
Turkish scenes and the music gently play¬ 
ing through the speakers was also local to 
the country, which gave the whole place an 
authentic feeling. 

But not too over the top, the kind of place 
you could relax in a pair of jeans with fam¬ 
ily and friends over a few drinks while also 
feeling just as at home dressing up a bit. 

The clientele is bound to be different on 
Friday and Saturday night but as a family, 
with a young daughter, we were made to 
feel very welcome. 


With a Turkish beer, Efes, and a Turkish 
red wine ordered we chose our starters. 

All the sharing platters looked very ap¬ 
pealing, including the mix cold meze plat¬ 
ter for two or more, with hummus, tarama, 
cacik, pancar salata, saksuka and sarma. 

We opted for two very different starters, 
with my wife, Kelly, going for one of her fa¬ 
vourites, cacik or tzatziki, which really is 
simplicity itself and always tastes good. 

Challenge 

The mixture of homemade yoghurt, cu¬ 
cumber, dry mint, dill, garlic and olive oil 
tasted really delicious. My choice was the 
mitite kofte, minced meat balls cooked in 
wine with tomato sauce. It was delicious 
and it all came with a bowl of flat breads to 
share. When it was time to order the mains, 
selecting a single meal each was even more 
of a challenge. But a decision had to be 


made and in the end we went for kaburga, 
lamb ribs marinated with herbs, and kleft¬ 
iko, a lamb shank mixed with peppers, baby 
carrots and baby potatoes, all cooked in a 
clay oven. 

The children’s menu also contained six 
dishes and we decided to try the chicken 
shish for my daughter, which came with 
salad and chips. Kelly really enjoyed her 
meal too and I can vouch for the flavour as 
I managed to steal a few mouthfuls. 

The entire lamb shank just fell off the 
bone. Mine was a little dry for my liking - 
not a criticism because it came exactly as 
you would expect - but I asked for a side 
order of yoghurt just to add a bit more mois¬ 
ture. 

We both had one more drink each, an¬ 
other beer and a Cosmopolitan cocktail, so 
when the bill came to just over £47 for the 
lot, we were even more impressed.

And although he’s divided opinion among supporters for 
the majority of that time, he’s also climbed up the divisions 
to become one of the most recognisable characters in Brit¬ 
ish football. 

It’s been a long journey from humble beginnings in Pill- 
gwenlly, South Wales. 

“There were eight of us living in a three-bedroom ter¬ 
raced house, and if mum ran out of milk she would go next 
door and the neighbour would give her a bottle of milk,” 
he reminisced. 

“That would happen through the street, through the 
area, everybody helped everybody. 

“I remember the miners’ strike in the early 70s, no¬ 
body could get coal, or this or that, and people went round 
houses. If people were short, people would look after them.” 

That community spirit has stuck with Pulis ever since, 
and it shines through in his football ethos. 

The 58-year-old has witnessed many changes in the game 
over the past quarter of a century, but there are some con¬ 
stants, like teamwork and hard graft. 

Reputation 

“I have always instilled - which is so important to me as 
a manager of people - the DNA get on together,” he said. 
“Everyone was prepared to work together, and everyone 
either won or lost together.” 

The former Stoke boss is well aware of his reputation, 
and the lazy pundits who label his tactics ‘anti-football’. 

Modern Premier League football is a pantomime, with 
heroes and villains, and it’s all too easy to cast Pulis as the 
latter because of his ‘agricultural’ approach. 

But if it was that simple then surely the coach who’s 
never been relegated would have been found out by now. 

“People say about me and my style of play,” he says. “I 
tell you what I do, I go into football clubs, try and find out 
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“ / go into football clubs, try 
and find out what systems suit 
those players and try to get the 
damnedest out of the players.” 


what systems suit those players and try to get the damned¬ 
est out of the players. That’s what I’ve done everywhere 
I’ve been. 

“If I’ve got a load of centre-halves who can’t pass, you 
don’t want them to pass out from the back. You have to 
look at the strengths and work around that.” 

Is it irritating though, being one of the longest-serv¬ 
ing managers in British football, but saddled with such a 
one-dimensional reputation? 

“That is life, you get pigeon-holed and you accept it or 
you fight it. I have accepted it, that is what people think. 
There is enough people out there that see it differently.” 

Although he’s quick to point out how lucky he’s been, 
there is a slight annoyance that he’s never been given the 
best squad, in any division. 

Gillingham, Portsmouth, Plymouth; they were all strug¬ 
gling when he took charge, and he left all three in a better 
position. The same can be argued for Stoke and Crystal 
Palace. 

One day, he’d love ‘the opportunity of working with real 
quality’. “The basic principles would remain,” he assures. 
“But you’d give them more leeway to express themselves 
and make decisions themselves.” 

The closest he ever came to that was at Palace, when the 
style evolved into something more exciting, more entertain¬ 
ing. “Palace is an ideal scenario,” he said. “When I went 


there, the players and the team were all over the place. 
We managed to get some players in during the window. 
But during that early time the biggest thing was finding 
a way to win.” 

There have also been some memorable scraps. He re¬ 
fused to go into detail about specific incidents - like the 
infamous naked head-butt on striker James Beattie - but 
he did say: “If someone has been top cock, I’ve knocked him 
down. Some respond, some don’t. As Cloughie used to say, 
there’s no room for two big heads in this club.” 

But football has changed since the days of Brian Clough. 
There are no more dressing room brawls, no more pinning 
players against the wall. 

“There was a time and place for that, but that was years 
ago,” said Pulis. “There are times when I still lose my tem¬ 
per and go after one or two players but it would never come 
to that. You couldn’t do it.” 

Money has changed the dynamics of football, and not 
necessarily for the better. Pulis say players are ‘film stars’ 
now, paid extortionate amounts of cash far too young, and 
it is detrimental to their development as people. 

Money 

His solution? A day working in the local industry to bring 
them back down to earth. 

“One day at Stoke we took them to the pots,” he said. 
“Show them what kids will have to do when they leave 
school rather than playing football, being given 30 pairs 
of boots, being paid a lot of money. They need a reality 
check.” 

Although it’s been nearly a quarter of a century in vari¬ 
ous hot seats, Pulis has no plans of retiring any time soon, 
there’s plenty more petrol left in the tank. 

The passion still burns away inside, and the defeats still 
hurt as much. 

“I’ve got a little room which I just go in,” he revealed. 
“There is a just a television in there and my wife brings 
my food and a glass of wine. Then she leaves me till the 
next morning.” 

But the fiery coach has mellowed with age, thanks in part 
to the arrival of grandchildren. “They are lovely, they bring 
you back down to earth.”
